A=_—_ wihſtanding,thc love oft his Ma- 
ieſtie hath been fo great towards his ſubieQs,that tor 
to redeeme-them trom the oppreſsions which they 
ſuffer, and are yerto ſuffer through the continuance 
bt a long warte, hec hath defired nothing more tor 
the ſpeedic ending thereot,(fincerhe takingot armes 
in hand) than to aduenture the iuſtice. of. his cauſc, 
ypon the ſucceſle of a battaile, hauing ſoughtrodraw 
all his enemics thereurito by al meanes poſsible. Firſt 
of all, whenrhef ſought him ini Normandic, they 
'teported,thatthey wenthot to giue battaile, burtoa 
victoric alreadie gotten. - Ar which time, (in their 
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le of Gamaſte , and two dayes after to recouecr the 
rowne of Ewe; all their Armie beeing but 3.leagues 
off. Since that, in his rcrurne, hee made fhue or f1xe 
dayes journey on their fide of the Some : not paſsing, 
the Riuer at Pont del arche, as hee might haue done, 
but deferred topaſle at Mrellan,for to receaye them if 
they would have giuen him battaile. And ſince like- 
wile,afterthe raking of the Suburbs of Paris;the day 
of his departure thence,his Majeſtic kept his Armic 
ranged in battaile foure howres,to ſee it there wold 
beaniceftet of that furic, in which it was reported 
they werearriued at Paris: as it hath been more am- 
phe declared inthe formerdiſcourſe. And his Maic- 
ſti beingac che village of Zinars. vnder Monntlhery, 
remainedrthere a whole daye, thinking that his enc- 
mics; hauing been reſted anc refreſhed three dayes in 
therowne of Paris, would haue gathered ſtomacke 
ro hauc come out,and hauegiucn him bartatle theres 
which if chey had put ia practiſe, the King would 
hane merthem halte way. But bring aduertiſed; that 
inſtcad of croubling of chemſclues with this bukines,

others: unpuriog to the richeſt ſorr,and ſuch as were

char the Lord Ct-remont of Lodeſue with fifticor three 
fcore Gentlemen fad thruſt chem(ſelues-into ir, tho- 
-rovgh the aſſtirance the Duke' de Mamrerhad giuen 


kane felicnedhem, did norappeare 
memſthicsthe ſame day, with condition thateight 


them, (and confitmedby manieof- hisletters/which 
were intefeeptea)ttiar he'wold come torelieuethern 
withall his Arrivie; His Maieftie knowing that the 
Duke de' Maine had bound himſelfe by his taithand 
honour'torelicne Etampes; thought to giue him oc- 
caftoti to ſeeke the barraile,throngh the befiegeing of 
it and in hope thereot departed from-thevillage of 
Linarsypon Sundayrtlie firſt day:of Nouember, and 
arriucd at Eſtampes with allhis Armic; which he had 
inuironedrhe ſame day inthe morning : 8& although 
hecconld'inet come thether before day light was-ſhuc 
in,yetart his firſt comminghe wonne the ſuburbes, 
which the enemies made ſhowethey would defend. 
Thevery ſame mghtthe rownlikewile was wonne, 
andthe men of warre did retire them(elues;jnto- the 
caſtle ;whieh was.immediately 1nuironed, & appro- 
ches made; and :wo Culucrins were placed.1n batce- 
ric,the Tucfday folowmyg by taire day bght. VV hich 
they within [ceing;arid charthe Arrie which ſhould

ofthemſhould remaine ifoners,pril {ugh time as 
they ſhould cauſe ſeuenorcight othersto be deliue- 
red; who were nametl vhto them.

ed halfe way ynto-Patis. | His Maieſtic conſidering 
tharthepoore townriof 'E97dm1pes in foure moticths 
had been throe times taken; andthatalchqugh it had 
been neceſlarie tor himto have kept a good garriſon 
in it, yernotwithſtanding (of hisown nature being 
ascaltero be ouercome withpitie and'clemencic, as 
heeis invincible to hisenemics). was content to take 
noother aflurance of the-towne, than the oathes of 
the inhabirans, wherein hee repoſed his truſt. And 
further,to pur themoutof doubt, thatthe caſtle ſhuld 
be no meaneof their zigorousvſaye hereafter, he de- 
termined toraſerheſaidcaſtle,& ro commit the kee- 
ping ot thetownto the townſmen only,perſwagding 
imſelf that they coparing the viage whichrhey had 
had ar his hands and hiscncmics together, irwas the 
ſurcſt Garriſon,to keeperhera inobcdicnce, His laid 
Maicſtic remained ther vntil the ſaturday folowing,

was read alowd inthe preſence of al the Princes Ma- 
reſhalls of France, and principall Lords and Gentle: 
men, of which there was thena great number about 
King. By which requeſt, beſides the deſiring of his 
Maieſtie, ſhe did adiure not onely the Princes & No- 
bilitie of France,but alſo all the Princes of Chriſten- 
dome, to be aſsiſters in this iuſt cauſe. His Maieftic 
making aunſwere himſelfe, declared chat he highlic 
commended her vehemencie in following this ſute, 
and ſent his ſaid requeſt ynto his Court of Parlia- 
ment tranſported to Towers, that his Arturney gene 
ral,with the Arturney ofthe ſaid Ladie, might make 
che information againſt the offenders, to the intenr 
the matter might bee derermined afterward in his 

eſence, in manner and forme conuenient. And for 
Fi 5s ownepart, alchoughthe ſaid fare were commen- 
dable inthe ſaid Ladie, yet he wold not ceaſe to pro- 
ſecutethe matter, but vowedinrthe preſence ofthe c5- 
panic, that he would imploy his trauaile and armes, 
vntill ſuch time as he had done the juſtice, that God. 
had appointed him to doo. So that as the piritall 
rermes of the Requeſt of the ſaid Ladic,had filled rhe 
eyes of all the hearers with tcarcs; the Princelic an-

defire of reuenge. Arwhich time was renued by the 
all with a lowd voyce; the oath of notlaying downe 
Armes, ynwll ſuch time as they had renenged the 


ſcene their countenancesit had nor been for the pro- 
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fire of the Leapne, that this requeſt had been preſen- 
red arthe day of a Batraile. But the King ſecing,that 
nathcr ſhame nor lofle could make his enimies come 
out of Paris, and that there was no hope of bringing 
them co battaile, but by cxtreame necelsitie, hee lene 
backe agaiize the Duke de Lengnemle with the forces 
that he had brought with him out of Picardie, to re- 
freſh chemſclucs in rhe ſaid Prouince, Menſtenr Le 
Nowe returning with him. Hee did the like alſo by 
the Lord deGiury, whichcame and met him with a 
yeric good troupe at his departure trom the Suburbs 
of Paris, ſending himtowardthe Countrey of Bric- 
and with the reſt which he had, hee was determined 
to make a little voyage to the River of Zoiy, becing 
called therher by manic occalions : and this hee did, 
ſtaying, vnull his ſtrange forces that aroſe firſt were 
further on their way, than they were then. Sohede- 
arted trom EsZampes, on Saturday the x.ot Nouem- 
: and raking his waycthrough the Countrey of 
Beanſ]e, becing aducrriſed that thetowne of 1anulle, 
which is in the middeſt of the ſame, ſtoptall che paſ- 
ſages, dcfiredto. winne it inpaſsing. And beingatri- 
ued vppon the Sundare , the Capraine that was in it, 
made aſhewe of detence, but ſeeing the Canon ap- 
roach, yeclded it; and departing with 200. harque- 
—_— Maicſtic entred the lame day,and lodged 
there the morow after: thoſe of the rowne recciung 
nodiſplcalure nor diſcommoditic, no more than if 
they neucr bad reicfted theobedicnce of his Maie- 
ſtie. The King leauing good garriſon in the Caſtle, 
which 1s a rcalonable good place, departed theuce, 
going through the Land of Beawſſe, to the towne of - 
Cc haſieau- 
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ChaſteauTun. W here as ſoone as hee was arrined, he 
ſent to ſummon the towne of Vand- ſme, which1s his 
auncient patrimomie,and the auncientritle of his pre- 
deceflors; and although thatthereby ti ey were dow- 
ble his ſubietts, and therefore the more culpable 1n - 
taking his enemies part : yet notwithſtanding he ha- 
uing a more care to keepe them from further offend- 
ing,than to puniſh them for their firſt fant, did lodge 
three daies at the ſaid ChaFeautun, tor to gine them 
reſpite ro aduiſe themſclnes; Bur God who reſerued 
them for an cxample of hiviuſtice, would nor ſuffer 
them ro accept the offers which his Maicſtic offered 
them to receiue them to his good favour : bur on the 
contrarie becomming more infolent and ſtitnecked, 
conſtrained himto affaile them. VV left che King 
lodged at Chaﬀteaudna the Captaine of the Swiſſes ar- 
rived, which were ſent by and by atrer the death of 
thelate King deceaſed by the Colonclls of the toure 
Regiments, whicharc in ſeruice of his Matcttic, for 
roknowe the plcaſure of their ſuperiours, wherher 


they thuld continue 1n the {cruice, or aske theirleaue 


rorcturne? VV ho reported vnto his Maicttic, belides 
the anfwere which they gaue vnto therr ſaid Colo- 
nels-trom therr ſaperiours, that they had expretlc 
charge fromthemrogiue his Mateftie ro vnderttand, 
thatthey did not onely command the Colonels and 


' Caprainesot'th: faid Regiments to continue in doo- 


iog hinrgood and tarhtwll ſerunce, burallotharchey 
di4ofter himalltuch other fuccour as he thuld need; 
holding tromcharhower the ſameathianceand good 
trzendſhip confirmed with his Moictite, which chey 
hauehad withthe Kings his. predeccetiars; which 1s 
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8 
a thing quite contrarie to that which his enemies 
boaſted of, thatthe ſaid Regiments ſhould bee called 
home, and ſhould doo his Maieſtie no ſeruice. Hee 
departed from the ſaid Chasteadun the fourteenth of 
Nouember, and the ſame daye his Armie inuironed 
the rowne of Vandoſme. The King arriving atthe 
rowne of Mellay the {xtcenth day,betore he lighted, 
he went and viewed the towneand caſtle,which are 
4 bothof rcaſonable ſtrength, the ſaid towne beeing 
incloſed witha good ditch well watred, and witha 
good wall well Ranked, and in manie places rampe- 
red within. The Caſtle was much ſtronger, becing 
ſcituated vpon an hill, inuironed with agood ditch 
towards the field, and agreat height over the towne; 
the wall good anddefended with manie towers. The 
gouernor of the place was the Lord de male-benehard, 
who perceiuing that it ſhould be beſieged, heecalled 
vnto him cerraine Gentlemen his fricnds, and kept 
io it an- ordinaric garriſon of forre Companies of 
footemen, which were foure hundred men itrong, 
beſides thoſe ofthe town, who were ſeuen or eight 
hundred men bearingarmes. 'Theday of his artiual 
he cauſed the ſuburbes of the rowne to be wanne,& 
parted my Lordes the Marſhalls de Bivosi and &,Au- 
mount, the one on the one fade of the riuer,, and the 0- 
thcronthe other fide, withthe troupes of the laide: 
Armic. And haniog well confidered ohthe forme of. 
the fiege, hedcerermuned firſtrodeale withthe caſtle, 
which was of moitſtrengtb,tomake avend atonce: 
for that the Caſtle being wonne the towne could not 
eſcape, which would not ſo hane happened he had 


begun with the towne: He paſſed Fridaicand Sarur- 


daic 


by 
daic to view where he ſhould place the batterie, and 
to put things ia a readines : 1 Hg the preſence of 
his Maicltic, was woorth the labour of fiftic others; 
for he ſtird not from the worke all che dayc long, and 
art of the night. In the meanerime, the ſaid Male- 
1907 who had before (whileſt the King was at 
Chaſteadun) defired to parley with the Lord of Riche- 
licugreat Pronoſt of France, with whom he was fa- 
miliarhie acquainted : afterward, when asthe aide 
Prouoſt did goe to him into the towne, he knew not 
almoſt what hee required, but that hee deſired, that 
withourt yeclding the place, the Armie might reryre. 
Feeling himſelte afterward pricked in conſcience, 8 
in danger of the ſizge, he required againero (peake 
with the ſaid Lord of Richelien, who retourning the 
ſecond time, came backe againeas yncertaineand ill 
fatiſhed as at the firſt. VV herin ic well appeared,that 
God would make hin throughlie feele the recom- 
pence of his deſerts, hauing giuen himreſpite inough 
long time before the tadgement happened, for to 
ſecke remedie, and nor permitted him to helpe him- 
ſelfe with reſolution, as ir came to paſſe. For 
his Maieſtic hauing paſled all the night in condu- 
cing and placing the Artilleric in battaile , began 
at the dawning of the dayeto beate rwo towers of 
the Caſtle, rotake away the defences of the breach, 
which hee purpoſed ro make: but afterthe beſtow- 
ing of an hunarcdor at-hundred and twentic Can- 
non ſhot, and hauing madea hole in one of the {aide 
Towcrs, where onely two men couldpaile in front, 
the Souldiers deſirous of the aſlaulr, certaine of them 
| becingonely commanded 4 fee itthey couldlodge

m the ſaid Tower, they got vp,and with a furie ente- 
red the retrenchment : and being followed with the 
reſt, ſome conduQed by rhe Baron ot Byrer, and 0- 
thers bythe Lord of Chaſtillion,they made thoſe with 
in ſodiſmaicd, ( bmoggh they were a greatnumber) 
that after they preſented the combate, they fled; and 
abandomng thecaſtle ranne into thetowne : where 
they were tollowed fo neerclic, that the ſaid Lordes 
with parrot the ſaid Souldiers, entred pellmell with 
them,and wade themſelues within lefle chan halte an 
howre maſters both of the caſtle & rowne. The laid 
Male-bencherd and al his Souloiers, being retired into 
an houſe, did yeeld themſeclues incontinent ynto the 
aforclaid Baron of Byron», nototherwile, but at the *« 
Kings mercie: ſorhat there was nevertowne ſcene 
bartered & taken by aflault(asit was)with lefle mur- 
ther; forthere was notone man loſt ofthe Armic,& 
few of his cnemies, his ſaid Maicſtic hauing pardo- 
ned all men, except the ſaid Beneherd, and a (ceditious 
orcy Fner, (whom all the inhabitantsthemſelues ac- 
cuſed to be the author of their miſchicte) were exe- 
cured Therc wasno meaneto keep the townetrom 
pillaging but the Churches his Maicſtic cauſed care- 
fully to be preſerned, thatthere enrtred notone man 
imothem. The morrowe attcr, hee cauſed his'men 
of warre to departthe Towne, and ſuffered the In- 
habitants ro returae to their houſes, nor permitting 
them anic longerto be pillaged and ranſomcd.' Hee 
reſtored all the Ecclefialticall perſons ynto their ſcue- 
rall charges, much more peaceablie than they were, 
when the Towne was in occupation ot the League. 
Theexamplc of this tuſtice ſaued morethana thou-

ſand mens lives: for fourc or fine little townes there- 
abouts, who profciſed to hold againſt che King, ra- 
king example* by Vandrſme , yeelded themlelues in 
lefſe than toure or fiuedaycs. T he Caſtle and rowne 
of iLanerden began tirft, and were followed by the 
Townes of Mount-orert, Mount-richard, and Chate- 
au-du-loyre, who did all great hurt, eſpecially ro 7'ow- 
ers, keeping the paſlages vmto it. The Towne of 
Vandcſme becing taken, finding himſelte ſoneare To- 
wers, his Maicttie minded to make a ſmall jour- 
ney thether, to ſee the Lordes of his Conncell, 
and to determine with then cerraine principles of 
his buſineſſe + leauing in the meane while the Ar- 
mie to bee conducted by the Marſhall Byron ; by 
whole preſence hee reduced all- the atorefayde 
Townes ,- except Mount richard , which was re- 
duced by the voyage which his Mateſtie made yn- 
tO 7 owcrs. ] F 

Hee departed: from Meſlay by Vandeſme vppon 

Tueſday becing the onc and twenneth of Noucm- 

ber, and arrimed the ſame day at Towers, two ho- 
wers within night ; where hee was amended with 
ſo great 10ye and gladnefle of all the people:of 

Towers, and ſuch ſtoare of lights there was 1 the 

ſtreates at his artiuall, as if 1t had been-at noone 

dayc. 40x; 

The ſame daye at night, my Lorde the Car- 
dinall of Vandeſme , came to doo-rcuerence vnto 
the King, and recciued anterrainment and-counte- 
naunce. agreeable to his necrenelle 19 bloud ynto

The morrow after, thoſe of the Parliament, came 
onally to ſalute and acknowledge the King; the 
eſt Preſident making the Relation: which charge 
he executed in ſubſtance and eloquence moſt happe- 
he, and to the great contentment of his Maieſtic. All 
the other bodies of che Chamber of accompts,Court 
of aides, of the Finances, of the Iuſticesof the law, 
and the Maior and Iuratsot the Towne did the like. 
And likewiſe the Ecclefiaſticall perſons of the town, 
H all with great ſhewe of 1oye, and hope of happie and 
| _= Reigne of his ſaid Maieſtic : wherin they were 
emore confirmed by the anſweres which they re- 
cciued likewiſe trom him, in excellent tearmes, and 
kingly eloquence. The ſame day the Embaſſador of 
Venicewas graunted audience : where hee preſented 
firitof allthe lerrers of the Signioric vnto his Maic- 
ſtie, and afterward declared the ioy they had of his 
happic Succeſsion vnto the Crown; belceching him 
toacceptthe offer ot the friendſhipot the ſaid Signi- 
orie vnto his Maieſtie,8 to promiſe andafliirechem 
| ofhis, comamainerhe good intercourſe berweene 
his Crowne, aad the faide Signiorie : whercunto 
his Maicſtic aunfwered verie well and wiſely. Hee 
was determined to haue itaid but one day at Towers, 
burrhcy were ſo-defirous to (ce him, that hee conld 
notdepartvnrill the Saturday following. Ar which 
time, with one journey hee went vnto his Armie at 
the Caſtle of Loyre, whichis ten good leagues off, 8 
and thence the morrow attcr forto goe to- 
ward Mans, which long tmec hee was delirous to bee 
= He lodged twiſe by the way. And bcing arri- 
ucdat 7 uray lene/que the xxvij. ; ay one league di. 
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Nance from the ſaid rowne of Mans, which hee had 
cauſed to be innironed the day before by the Lord 
of Fargeſſe : he ſent to ſummon the ſaid rown. Vnto 
whom the Lord of Brr/ anphin (which commaun«. 
ded in it for the League) made an anſwere, as if hee 
had been reſolureto burie himfſelte in ir, and all choſe 
that were with him, rather than ro depart out of ir;8& 
began to burne 4 great part of the Caburbes of Ls 
Conſtuye, eſpeciallie that part which was without the 
retrenchment of the ſaid Suburbes. Bur che ſaid Lord 
of Fargefſſe came yponthem with his troupe, and (a> 
ned a great part of the aforenamed Suburbes. Inm- 
mediarely atrer the Baron Byron and Chaſthonarrined 
withrhe greateſt part of che French Infanterie, by 
wheme the ſame night was the aforeſaid rerrench- 
ment wonne, which was in ſome places rwenric 
foote high, and might caſelic haucattendedrhe Can- 
non : and from thattime it was ſuppoſed, char they 
were caller to be dealt with, than was looked tor. 
The morrow atter the xxv11j. of rhe fard monerh of 
Nouember, his Mateſtie came andlodgrd inche {aid 
Suburbes, which is taire,and ina mancer more com- 
modiousto lodge 1n,thancthe Towne. And the fame 
daye hee cauſed all the other Suburbesro be wonne, 
exccpt the Suburbes of Sarne ſol, chat was: onthe o- 
ther fide of the Rinerof Sarthe, which waswonne 
the morrow atrer, the fatd Boy/dauphur hauing cau- 
{ed more than baltero bee burned, and chat whuch 
was next the bridge, winch was the faireſt 
All their valour appeared in nothing burm char. For |

rie, and the pieces broughtto their places, his Maie- 
ſtie himſelte hauing patled whole nights therein, vp- 
pon the ſecond day of September, began to beat cer- 
taine detences of the wall of the ſaid Towne. Im- 
mediacclic after the fhrſt vollics of the Cannon, that 
braue {peach which they had giuen at the ſurnmon- 
ing of the 1 owne, was turned quite contratie into 
(ibmilcion. Sothat Borſ lauphin and {11s people not 1- 
magining thatthey (hould have been ſo ſharplie dele 
withall (for within three houres they ſhoulde have 
had aflaulr giuen them, whichthey were not wel re- 
ſolucdto abide) demaunded a Parley; and in fine be- 
forerwo of the clocke in the afternoone, the (aide 
Towne was yeclded vnto his Mateſtie:notwithſtan- 
ding that there were in it more than an hundred gen- 
tlemen, andrwentic enſignes of tootemen, who du- 
ringtherime of the Parley, did diſhonour cach other 
publiquely. The Gentlemen ſaid, that the Souldiers 
would not fight;/and the Souldiers ſaid, thatagaynſt 
their wills the Gentlemen would compound. As in 
truth ic was a thing verie ſtrange, hauivg cauſed the 
people to ſpend more than 5o00.crownes inthe for- 
tefying of the Suburbs of their Townes, burnt more 
thana I00000.crownes worth of houſing, and (as it 
is aid)ruined the Countrey fixtimes as much more, 
forto abidethree vollyes of the Cannon, and after- 
ward to yeeld the Towne : which without the grear 
care that his Maicſtic had had of it, had never beene 
kept from pillage : but hee commaunded thegates to 
be ſhut. And to the intent that none ſhould take 
ntogo into it, he would not —_—_ it him-

ged. There were two ſoldiers found with a Chalice 
which they had ſtollen, and were hanged immedi 
ately, although they were knowen to be men of va- 
luc. The thundring of the Cannon was heard at Le 
Fort-berne-her:l, when the Counte Briſaac was arri- 
ved withrwo Regiments to ſuccour the ſaid Town 
of Mans : who was ſo made atraid, that he ran back 
againe 12 leagues; and 1n retiring, tell by chance into 
the Reiſters quarter that ſerued his Maieſtie , who 
would not cif{lodge as they were appointed,8& carri- 
ed away tortheir bootic 39.0r 40. horle and chariots 
without the loſe of ante man. His Maieſhic reſtored 
firſt into the towne of Mans,the Biſhop and the Lord 
of Fargeſſe his brother. which had heen-Gonernour 
before, & pardoned the reſt of the inhabitants, who 
came all, a{well Ecclefialticall, as cher, ro giue him 
thankes,wich proteſtation of their fidelitic and per- 
feft obedience. During che aboad, which che Kin 
made at Mans,fiue daiesafter the taking ot ut,the Ca- 
ſtle of Beaumont yeclded firſt of all, and the Caſtle of 
Touvcie, and Iikewile thegreatcſt part ofthe Gentle- 
men, which were inthe I owne of Mans,and others 
which had been ſeduced by the League, & putthem 
ſelves into the Kings ſcruice;zwho was accompa ' el 
inthat ſiege with more than fiue hundred Gentle- 
men of the Prouinces thereabour. Amongſt whom 
there were manie Marqueſles, Counties, and other 
great Lords. 

Acthat ume the Townes of Saber, Lauall, Chaſte- 
augountere, W hich arcall Townes of importance,and 
manie others wiuch-are nat of {o great name, were 
reduced ynto:the King,: K 
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Before his departute from Mas, his Maieſtic was 
determined to take the Towne and Caſtle of Alan 
fon + and whilelt his Armic marched thether, vnder 
the conduQ of the Lord Marſhall By»or, and of the 
Lord Raron Byron his fonne Marſhall of the Campe, 
hethought good to inake a ſmall yoyageto dn po 
the intent, by his preſenceto comfort the Nobjlitie 
and people of the Countrey, which were newly re- 
duced ynto his obedicuce, and likewiſc to cauſe the 
Prince Dumbeesto come thether whom his Maicltte 


deſired to (ee. 
Hearriucd at the ſaid Zanallthe ix.day of Decem- 


ber, and there came and met him a great way with- 
outthe Towne, allthe Ecclefraſticall perſons, aſwell 
Chanons, as other religious perſons, with their or- 
naments, as they were accuſtomed to goe in Procel- 
fion : and hauing by the mouth of one of them made 
their ſubmiſsion, and proteſtation of their fidelitic 
and obedience, accompanied the King vntill he en- 
wed the Towne, finging alwaies Vixe le Roy, in verie 
mulſicke. There came our likewiſe the Maic- 
arcs ofthe Towne, and met him : and the people 
cried each where with an inceſfaunt cryc, Viue le 
Roy, whileſt that his Maicſtic paſſed thorough the 
Towne. 
He abode there cight or tenne dayes, and theafore 
Prince Dumbees arriued with a great Companic 
of the Nobilitic of Brieaine, to whomeit was great 
honourto be knowen vnto his Mateſtie, and he was 
moſt courtcoully receiued. 
Certaine of his Troupe departing from the Com: 


panic, tooke in their waye comming the Caſtle of 
| C haſt La 
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Chaſtenbriant, and brought with them the Captaine 
and mamie others priſoners. 

His Maicitic haning ſpent cerraine dayes with che 
Prince Dumbees, and raking order tor the afftaires of 
that Pronince, he (ent him a againe to 1s charge; and 
diſpatched Monnſreny Marſhall D armount, tor to ga- 
ther his tr ange Forces together. And the King cair © 
from Lauall ynto the Towne of Maienn- la. lahes, 
where he was verie well receined, and aſſured him- 
ſelte of the Caſtle, withour leauing anie other Gar- 
riſon in the Towue. Hee arrined at A lanſon the 
three and rwenticth daye,hauing patled a moſt foule 
Countrey. 

And as concerning my Lord Marthall Byyon, who 
departed with the Armie from the Towne of Mans 
theninth day of the ſaid moneth of December, hee 
could notarriuc ar Mlarfon till the fifteenth daye fol- 
lowing, by reaſon of the foule waie, which hindred Heethe 
the calriage of the Ordinaunce: and haning cauſed ” : apr 
the Towneto be inuironed certaine dayes betore by warkeor

the (ame daye, as i i it had been in peace. Wl was 
C Z Ac cxpretlic. 
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Atthe howerof the entrie,he cauſed the artilletie 
to be brought before the Caſtle, and ſhot at the de- 
tences, __ had fo farre proceeded in this buſineſle, 
that having found meancs totake away their water, 
he could in little pace have made breach. His Maie- 
{tie beingarriued as atorcſard, he ſhewed him all that 
was done, and alſo what was intended to bee done: 
who an{wered immediatelie that the ſficge wold 10t 
belong, : 

The ſaid Captaine L420 that was in the Caſtle did 
imagine little lefſe, and at the ſummons which his 
Mateſtic did cauſe to be made, tor to declare that hee 
was come, he began to be aſtonied : and the morrow 
atter heparleycd, and the ſame day the compoſnion 
was agreed yppon, to ſaue his lite and his ſouldiers, 
with theirarmes and baggage. 

His Maieſtic hauing torclecne for the aſſuraunce 
ofthe ſaid place, left tor Goucrnorthe Lord .Artray, 
with a good garriſon in the Towne and Caſtle, and 
rting the ſeuen and twentieth daye,he went and 
lodged at Seas, wherethe Biſhop and Cleargic with 
the Maicſtrates came and met him, and recctucd him 
ſo well, that hee truſted ynto the inhabitants of the 
place, withour leauing therem anie other Garri- 
{on. 

Hedeparted thence the morrow after for togo to 
Argenton, which is a good Towne, in which there 
isa Caſtle of reaſonable ſtrength : and there was 1n 
the ſaid Towne and Caſtlethree Enlignes of foote- 
men, which the Countic of Briſaac had lefre there : 
who with the Cheualier Picar{ and his Regiment 
were come” from Paris, and had promiſed to ſhew 
| him- 
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himſ-!te at all the ft-ges which his Maieſtie woulde 


take inland and impeach him from the rating of a- 


neot the Townes inthe Countrey of Maine, and 
baſe N:rmanite : notwithſtanding hee ſhewed him 
folfe at none, 

Thoſe of the Towne of Argent n,being determi. 
mined to yeeld ynto his Maieftte, came & merhim, 
moſt humbly beſeeching him to reccine them into 
his favonr, which hegrannted them moſt willingly; 
which the Sonldiers ſeeing, retired themſelues into 
the Caſtle; beſeeching his Mateſtie ro ſuffer them 19 
depart with their hues 8 baggage, which he conſen- 
red vnto. 

His maieſtic was aduertiſed the ſame day,thatthoſe 

of the Garriſonot the Caltle of Damfrone,vnderſtan- 
ding that he had ſummoned the Inhabitants of the 
Towne, and that they were determined to acknow- 
Iedgerhe King, entered unto conſaltation what they 
ſhould doo, berng of contraric opinions, and there- 
vpon put themſelues in Armes one againſt another: 
Tr hapned, thatthofe chat would ſubmit themſclues 
ro his Maieftiealthough they were not halte ſo ma- 
nic in numberas as the others were, encouraged 
with the Tuſtice of their caule, had rhe Yidorie: 
and the Baron of Verme gouernourot the ſaid Caſtle 
was {laine, and certeine other : whereupon afwell 
thoſe of the Caſtle as thoſe of the Townelſcnt ynto 
che King to crauc his tauonr and clemencie, which 
they obteinced. And he ſent ynto the Townero bee 
afſurcd of both partics, which was done, without 0- 
mirring anie force or cxcelle. 


The 
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The King remaining for this cauſe one whole 
day at .A'reenton, departed thence ypon Sundaye the 
oneandthirticth of December,for to goe to the ſiege 
of Faleſe, the Caſtle whereof is verie ſtrong, 8 eſtee- 
medro bethe beſt place in bale Normantlie, next ynto 
the Caſtle of Caen, and therefore the Counte of Bri- 
facput himlclte into it, with the Chenaltey Picard and 
his Regiment, hauing wonne vnto them manic Gen- 
tlemen and Souldicrs of the Countrey, vaunting that 
they would repay the honourof their companions, 
who had yeelded andloſt all theother Townes, and 
thatat this place, all the ſpoyles that had been gotten, 
ſhould be ſurrendred. 

His Maicſtiethc night bctore, had (ent the Baron 
of Byren1to inuiron it, with ccrtaine Troupes of men 
of warre, aſwell toote as horſe, who came thether ſo 
happe'y, that he found the Conte of Bri/ac come out 
of the Towne, purpoling to burne the Towne of 
Guibray, which is as it were one of the Suburbes of 
Falege. W ho percciuing the ſaid Troupes, the fier 
he brought with him was not anye waye ablc to 
heare him ſo much as ro make him abide them, bur 
returning with all ſpecde 1hto the Towne, hee lefre 
Guibray whole : andthe {aid Baron de Byron did not 
onely ceaze vpon it to lodge hisMateſtic, bur alſo ar 
the ſame inſtant did makethem runne away out of 
the Suburbes of the Towne, ioyning euecn tothe 
xa whereof they themaſelues had burned alitle 

OTC. 

His Macſtie becing arriucd, went preſently with 
the Marcſhall of Byron to viewe the Towne and Ca- 
ſtle, which arc both ſtrong; the ſaid Towne beeing 

inuironed 
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inironed with a great poole , whoſe water could 
not bedrawen away, the wall being good, and flan- 
ked with good rowers, and the approaches difficile 
for the planting of Ordinaunce; the Caſtle beeing 
much ſtronger, garniſhed with great and ſtrong ro- 
wersand yeric good wals, w1th a donion ſeperated, 
ditched with good and great ditches : and beſides all 

this the Counte of Briſac well accompanied with 
Gentlemen, Captaines and Souldiers, with a great 

ſhowe that hee would not hane made this proote bur 

with intent to get honour,and to defend the place ef- 

feftuallic, as in deede vnto the Summons which his 

Maieſtie did make the next day, he made ananſwere 

conuenienr ynto ſuch a reſolution, which was that 

he had vowed vnto God, that he would neuer ſpeak 

of anic compoſition for that Towne, which made 

all men thinke, that he would haue defended ir ber. 

ter than he did. 

His Maieſtic (whoſe preſence in ſuch like affaires 
is theperfedt ſchoole of extreame diligence,determi- 
ned ſoto begin, asthar he would not make2.workes 
of one) did batter the Caſtle ; for tharthe Caſtle be- 
ing wonne, the Towne could not hold out, and cau- 
fel the morrowe after, with greatexpedition, Gabi- 
ons to be made for the batterie, bags to be filled with 
earth, and all things neceflarie to be done. Which 
was ſo diligently followed, that in lefſethan three 
daycs all was ina readinefſe, and had begunto batter 
vponthe Thurſday,butthat he ſtayed forthree Can- 
nons which Mounſieur Meompenſier brought him our 
of the Caſtle of Caen: which could not arriueatthe 
laid ſiege yntill chat veric day. 

D W ith 
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Wirth the Duke Monrpenſier there came betwixt 
rwelue and fifteene hundred French Souldiers, and a 
good Troupe of the Gentlemen of the Countrey, & 
certaine Companies of men of Armes. Thoſe with 
inthe Towne did neucr fallyc out : but otherwiſe 
made alwaics a good ſhevwe of areſolution in them, 
and in their words wereouer lauiſh, performing af- 
terward ſo little as they did. 

His Maicltic pretending to make three' batteries, 
two of which,from ſundric paits ſhould batter at the 
breach of the ſaid Caſtle; and thethird to bee placed 
vpona Rocke, which ſhould ſcoure curtaine wile a- 
long, behinde the breach of the ſaid Caltle, Hee be- 
gun vpon Friday the fitth day of Tanuaric atcight of 

eclocke to beate two great rowers, which flanked 
from the one yato the other ;the one of which ſer- 
ucd fora defence vnto the breach, which he purpo- 
ſed to make. After the beſtowing of toure hundred 
Cannon ſhor, the top of one of the Towers beeing 
fallen, anda hole being made inthe other towerthar 
defended the breache, which hole opened intothe 
ſaid Caſtle, his Maicſtic cauſed it to be battered for 
the ſpecdie breach which would be made in it : for 
there needed but the beating away of a little piece of 
thewall. Then he commaunded cenaine Troupes 
of Souldicrs, to goc and viewe if they could lodge 
inthe Aid Tower, vpon which certain of them en- 
tring the hole, which was pierced through the To. 
weranto the Caſtle, finding no refiſtance,called their 
companions, and ſocatring one after another, in ve- 
ric ſhort ſpace they became Maſters both of Caſtle 


and Towne. 
ad Thoſe 
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Thoſe within being ſore diſmaied, without anic 
hght they retired them ſelues into the Donion ſpo- 
ken of before; our of which they ſent three Gentle- 
men the ſame daye, to beſeech the King to receane 
them vpon anic compoſition ; who aunſ{wered, that 
he would not receane them,burar his own pleaſure; 
and that they ſhould proone his clemencie, without 
binding himſclfe vato anie condition. Yet notwith- 
ſtanding, the morrowe after ſuffering the Countic 
Brifac to come and ſubmir himſelfe ynto him, he be- 
ing ouercome with the pitic he had vpon the young 
Gentleman, graunted to chuſe fifreene of the beſt of 
them,whom he would keepe priſoners as warlike c- 
nemies, and the reſt ſhould beat his Maicſties diſpo- 
ſition, 

It werenot well done to take away the Souldiers 
honour that werear this fiege,who intruth did their 
indeuour : but wee mult acknowledge this to haue 
been Gods worke, asa thing moſt admirable ynto 
vs that ſaw it, that atone inſtant thoſe thatſeemed to 
be furious Lions, were metamorphotid into meeker 
things than Lambes. The Towne being thus taken 
by aſlaulr, could not be preſerued trom pillaging and 
ſaccaging : ſo that by this may compariſon be made, 


berween the intertainmentrthat thoſe receme, which 


Mie vnto his Maieſties clemencie, and thoſe which 


obſtinately atrend the force of his Armic;the ont be- 
ing made whollie deſoſate, and the other reioycing 
ina full and perfe&tquictnes, making a profit of their 
loſle, obtaining by theirtaking and reduCtion free l1- 
berrie,in ſtead of the hard captivitie which they ſut- 
tered ynder the yalawtull m——_— of others. 
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Itisto be well conſidered, of what great value the 
wile and happic gouernement of his Maicſtie hath 
been: his enemics being conſtrained to confeſle, that 
it isto be wondered at, and vntill this time vaknow- 
en, hauing in leſſe than rwo moneths trauailed eight- 
ſcore leagues, with ſuch a great Armie as his, trou- 
bled with a great deale of Ordinaunce, manic Swir- 
2ers, and other ſtrange Nations ; and in this time ta- 

king the Suburbes of Paris, made fiuc or fixe nota- 
blefteges, taken tourteene or fifteene notable towns, 
hauing cleared the Prouinces of Vandeſme, Tourain, 
Anion, and Maine, of all that his enemies helde: and 
notonelic recouered the Townes, but the hearts and 
affefions of thoſe that molt hated him. All his ex- 
ploites being done by the force of his armes,and pre- 
ſence, and terror of the ſame ; without praCtiſes of 
trealons, murders, monopoles, or fraudes : leauing 
thoſe guiles, vnto thoſe that deale with yniuſt ati- 
ons, alluring himſelte his cauſe to bee ſo iuſt, that it 
was able to ſupporr it ſelte without the helpe of anic 
thing ofa contrarie vature,hauing alwaics this com- 
mendable maxime in regard,that cuil can neuer (cerue 
to anic good purpole. 

Is itpoſsiblethat GOD hath ſo condemned the 
poote inhabitants of Towns,that he wil ſufferthem 
anic to beſo blinded io ſpirit and bodic, as nor 
0 of the miſchictes wherin they haue plun- 
gedrhemſelues, and howe thoſe vato whome they 
giuethem(ſclues ouer, and recciue for triendes, be- 

can 

they hauc ſucked from rey; that 

, while they arc a - 
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little and little made them ſubieQts ro the ſimpleſt (ol- 
diers of their troupes, if there bee anic brute of the 
Kings Armie comming, in ſtead of preparing to pre- 
ſerue the people, vie no other induſtrie, but to burne 
halfe their Townes, and thegreateſt part of the Yil- 
lages withintwo miles round about, then making 
them to tranaile daye and night in making rampiers 
and retrenchments : and yet when they are beſieged, 
if they doo but ſee the Cannon, thinke themſelues 
excuſed of their honour, in making their compoſiti- 
onto depart with their lives and baggage ſaued; lea- 
uing no token behinde them of their proteCtion, bur 
one halfe of the Townes in aſhes, & the people with 
a halter about their neckes: ſo that if the Prince they 
hauecto deale with were not mercifull, a whole for- 
reſt could not furniſh for gallowes that would be em- 

loyed, -' 

R 4 it poſsible thatthey ſee notnor know not (that 
thoſe which haue beene ſo readic ro mooue yp 
theſeſcditions, are now ſo audacious & malicious 
as to maintaine them? and that his Maicſtie detend- 
ing his kingdome againſt ryrannic, his people againſt 
ſtrangers,and iuſtice againit iniquitie) the (uccefie of 
his enterpriſes, muſt needes be correſpondent to the 
equitic of his cauſe; that incurable deſtruction will 
come vponthemn thar refiſt him, if the word of God 
(as it is) be true. Forour parts, we moſt humblic be- 
{cech God,to make them ableto conſider and ac- 
knowledge it, and aboue all things, that it woulde 
pleaſe God to preſerue his Maieſtie, ſromal miſhaps 
that might happen vnto his perſon, and prolong his 
lite : for ſo great need haue we of France of his pre- 
Da ſcnce 
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ence, that the ordinarie courſe of the longeſt liuers 


os be buttoo ſhorr. 
Ar the ſiege of Faleſc, the King gaue the 
Engliſh men leaue to depart ; and he him- 
ſelfe with his eArmie, to weete,the French men 
and Switzers, Rutters &3 Lantſ-kmghts went 
onto Lizeux, Which within ten dayes after be 
rooke : and from thence bis Mateftie Went -un- 
toHumfler, which he did batter vpon Fridate 
the xvi. of Ianuarie. At which tme,part of our 
Engliſh Forces were /ſhippedat Dinesin Nor- 
mandic, and the reſt, the morroW after.
